On the — civilian 
the Correspondent says that the 
belief obtains that Sir James Campbell con- 
fines himself, as far as he can, to his strictly 
legal duties, and is little consulted on policy. 
In the Under Secretary, Mr. MeMahon, 
the Government have at their elbow a man 
who knows Ireland, but is too modest and 
too moukded in the traditions of the Civil Ser- 
vice to force advice upon them. Sir Henry 
Robinson, President of the Local Government 
Board, by general admission, stands out by his 
ability from all other permanently employed 
servants of the Crown in Ireland. He has 
exercised great influence over many Chief Secre- 
taries and Governments. He is also a wise 
counsellor—of Unionist tradition—but is he con- 
sulted?’ Except Mr. MacMahon, the article con- 
tinues, there is no one having official access 
to the. Lord Lieutenant who can be fairly 
accused of Nationalist leanings. When Lord 
French constituted his Advisory Committee 
something might have been done to remedy this 
defect, and, indeed, something was done, for 
that bedy included Mr. Walter MacMurrough 
Kavanagh, sometime a member of Mr. 
Redmond’s party, a leading figure among the 
Nationalists on the Convention, and one of the 
best brains and hearts in Ireland. But Mr. 
Kavanagh was alone of his kind on that Com- 
mittee, and when it ceased to exist he remained, 
it is true, a Privy Councillor, but probably no 
more consulted than other members of that 
august body.

: DISCOVERY. 

Our Skibbereen Correspondent, telegraphing 
yesterday, states—Last night about 7 o'clock a 
foul murder was committed in the usually quiet 
little village of Kilbrittain, the victim being 
Constable Edward Bolger, Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, aged 49 years. After tea at his 
house, Constable Bolger proceeded 
station, and when within twenty yards of the 
barracks, in which there were then Sergeant 
O'Cónnel! and three other constables, he was 
fired at from a laneway adjacent to two public- 
houses, and fell with four bullets in his body. 

The shots, which were discharged in rapid 
succession,. were distinctly heard by the vil- 
lagers and in the police barracks, and the police 
replied by firing four shots out of the building 
in the direction from which the noise had come, 
but no one was hit. 

Intense excitement immediately prevailed, 
which was accentuated when Constable Bolger 
was found lying on ‘the roadside wounded and 
moaning piteously. He was taken to the bar- 
racks by his comrades, but never spoke, and 
when Father McKenna, C.C., arrived he had 
succumbed to his injuries. 

Constable Bolger, who leaves a wife and four 
children, had thirty years’ service in the force. 
He had been stationed in Kilbrittain about two 
years, previous to which he served in Clona- 
kilty. On a recent occasion, when several men 
from the Kilbrittain district were sentenced to 
imprisonment at a Crimes Court in Bandon, he 
gave evidence against them To this is attri- 
buted last night's murdergus deed, which is 
widely condemned. County Inspector Wilbond, 
Bandon, and a large force of police and mili- 
tary, have been searching the Kilbrittain dis- 
trict throughout the day; but no arrest has 
been made at the time of wiring. 

Mr Neville, Coroner, held an inquest on tho 
body of Constable Bolger yesterday, at which a 
verdict of wilful murder by some parties un- 
known was returned, sympathy being extended 
t> the’widow and family of the deceased. 

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE CRIME. 

Our Bandon Correspondent  states-—News 
reached Bandon yesterday morning that Con- 
stable Edward Bolger, stationed at. Kilbrittain, 
a village soven miles from Bandon, was shot 
dead on the streets about 7 o’clock on Sunday 
evening. Details to hand are meagre, but st 
appears that Constable Bolger, who is a married 
man, was proceeding alone from his house to 
the barrack when he was shot.

VERDICT OF THE JURY.

WOUNDED SERGEANT'S 
TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE, 
Further details regarding the cowardly attack 
on members of the police force near Dungloe, 
on Friday, show that the outrage was delibe- 
rately conceived and carried out in cold-blooded 
fashion.

| pandemonium reigned in the town of Dungloe.

were two Binn Fein priaoners in the 
police barracks, and for several hours during 
the night a Sinn Fein band, followed by an ex- 
cited crowd, paraded the town and demanded 
the release of the men. A hostile demonstra- 
tion was made outside the residence of District 
Inapector Wallace, at whom offensive epithets 
were hurled, mingled with seditious cries. It 
was feared that an effort would be made to 
rescue the prisoners, but no such attempt was 
made, Next day the prisoners were conveyed 
to Derry, and it was on the return journey of 
the that the outrage was com- 
mitted, the victims being District Inspector 
Wallace, Sergeant Farrell, and Constables 
Cunuape and McGauley. 


WELL-ORGANISED ATTACK, 

It ia evidemt that the attack was well 
organised. The telegraph wires between 
Duagloe Station and the village were cut, and 
an old school house abutting on the road was 
turned into a veritable fort. In the walls holes 
were made to allow the muagles of sporting 
rifles to be projected, Here the attacking 
party lay in wait for the police: 

Interviewed on Sunday in Liflord Hospital, 
where he and Constable Cunnane are lying 
seriously wounded, Sergeant Farrell gave a 
vivid account of the terrible happenings. He 
said that they had not gone far along the bleak 
road leading to the town when a single shot 
rang out. This was evidently the signal to 
the party concealed behind the schoolhouse 
walls that the police were approaching, for al- 
most immediately a fusilade of shots followed. 
Sergeant Farrell went on to say that he was 
immediately knocked out and fell, Getting 
up he fell again. He fired two shots from 
his. revolver, and then crawled along the road 
for some distance, and went across a field until 
he found shelter behind a rock. 


SERGEANT'S STORY OF THE ENCOUNTER, 


“ The encounter between his comrades and 
aggressors proceeded Sergeant Farrell  re- 
mained there for several hours, and then he 
noticed people coming along the road. Think- 
ing that they belonged to the attacking party, 
and afraid that if he disclosed his presence 
he would be done for, he let them pass with- 
out atbracting their sitention, Then he 
crawled near the road, and seeing men re: 
turning he recognised that it was a police 
search party. He signalled to them, and they 
brought him to a neighbouring house, where a

The War Office announces that the situation 
in South Russia on December 12th was aa fol- 
lows :—The cavalry of the Caucasus Army 
carried out a successful raid in the rear of the 
Bolshevik line on the west bank of ‘the Volga, 
north of Tsaritsin.

He sincerely re- 
gretted that in addressing their lordships he had 
made statements which were inaccurate or mis- 
leading. 

Karl Curzon said that this was not a personal 
matter. The subject had been threo times be- 
fore their lordships’ House, and it was on the 
third oceasion, July 30th last, that the House 
decided, by 69 votes to 20, to hold an inquiry 
before a Select Commities. In the proceedings 
before the Committee these charges, which were 
go recklessly flung about, and which epare] 
néither authority, position, nor.sex, completely 
broke down. Not one of the imputations made 
was sustained. Rarely had attecks been miade 
by responsible persons which rested on so flimsy 
a foundation, and had met with such complete 
refutation and exposure.

SUMMARY OF HER REPLY. 


THE SCAPA FLOW 
SCUTTLING. 

The Press Association Paris Correspondent 
says:—A telegram from Berlin published here 
gives the essential passages of the German reply 
to the Allies as follows :— ” 

The German Government is anxious to dissi- 
pate the misunderstanding by which, in conse 
quence of the temporary absence of the United 


States coer Sue the Commissions provided 


for by the . Treaty, Germany was said to 
be claiming the right to obtain amendment of 
the provisions of the Treaty concerning the ex- 
tradition of persons inculpated in acts contrary 
to the laws of war and the repatriation of 
prisoners of war. The repatriation of prisoners 
of war has not been mentioned in this conrfte- 
tion. As regards the question of extraditien, 
the German Government, even. before the re- 
ceipt of the Allies’ Note of November 11, urged 
the reasons which appeared necessary to modify 
the conditions of the carrying out of the 
Treaty. The reply declares that it will deserve 
the most serious consideration of the Allied 
and Associated Powers. The German Govern- 
ment, it proceeds, has never made its consent 
regarding the enforcement of the Treaty of 
Peace dependent, upon the previous settlement 
of this question. The German Note then deals 
with the final clause of the protocol of November, 
as eibmitted by the Allies, and notes the dis- 
position of the Supreme Council not to have re- 
course to measures of coercion, military or 
otherwise, until the moment when a state of 
peace has been restored by the entry into force 
of the Treaty, the accomplishment of the. obli- 
gations provided for by that protecol being no 
longer from that moment guaranteed, except by 
the general stipulations of the Peace Treaty, as 
well as by measures generally recognised by in- 
ternational law in these conditions. The Ger- 
man Government then @otes the intention of the 
Allies to repatriate prisoners of war on the 
deposit, of the ratifications. The German 
Government raises no objections to the contents 
of the protocol of November 1, regarding the de

This measure would have in no way delayed 
the entry into force of the Peace Treaty or the 
signing of a Protocol containing the necessary 
ratifications. 
THE GERMAN REGRET. 

The German Government ean only regret 

that on the contrary the Allies have adopted 


the standpoint that in this case it was a ques- | 


tion of acts of war, the settlement of which 
rested with the conqueror. Desirous, how- 
ever, of doing everything in its power to re- 
move every obstacle to the prompt restoration 
of peace, the German Government declares it- 
self ready to repair the damage caused to the 
Allied and Associated Governments by the 
destruction of the vessels, but is, nevertheless, 
not in a position to carry out this reparation in 
the manner provided for in the Protocol. As 
it appears from a conscientious examination 
that the execution of the demands formulated 
in the Protocol would irreparably compromise 
the economic life of Germany, and would re- 
sult in making impossible the carrying out of 
the other enormous obligations which the 
Treaty imposes on Germany, the Allies will not 
wish to demand from the German Government 
this fresh obligation.

The parlous condition of the finances of the | 


Dublin hospitals is now a matter of common 
knowledge, and should the special efforts which 
are being made to ‘wipe off the heavy overdrafts 


on the banks not meet with the fullest measure’ 


of public support, the extreme step of closing 
some of the institutions will have to be taken. 
The Dublin hospitals cater for the whole of 
Ireland, and have nearly as many beds again as 
the hospitals in Belfast, and their great services 
to all sections of the people, and especially to 
the poor, are too well known to need reiteration. 

Some indication of the sore straits to which 
the city hospitals are reduced was gleaned yes- 
terday by an Irish Times representative who 
visited the Adelaide Hospital, This institution 
is encumbered by an overdraft which at the 
end of last month amounted to over £9,000. The 
total number of beds in the hospital is 146, and 
of these 25 have already been closed. Fears are 
entertained that if the income is not very 
materially increased half of the hospital at 
least will have to be shut down, or, at the 
worst, the entire hospital closed. It must be 
remembered in this connection that the closing 
down of half the number of beds does not entail 
a cutting down by 50 per cent. of the expend- 
ture, as the standing charges contenuc to be the 
samc. 

The financial condition of the hospital may be 
stated briefly as follows :— The fixed income from 
investments is £2,200. and no further help is ob- 
tained by way of grants. For the year ended 
October Sist last the total income wis £8,619 
(which ineludes the £2,200 from investments), 
and the expenditure £12,081, the excess of ex- 
penditure over receipts for the twelve months 
being £3,462. The overdraft, as already stated, 
is over £9,000... During the year 1918 1,552 
patients were admitted to the hespital and 
20,000 treated at the dispensary. The nursing 
staff, including sisters, nurses, and probationers, 
totals 68, the number having been increased

hour day, with one day off every fortnight and 
a month's annual holidays. 

The principal cause of the increase in expendi. 
tare which has been neceesitated during the past 
few years is neturally the advancing prices of 
food, and, in fact, every requisite in the hos- 
pital; but a minor reason is that the salaries of 
the nursing staff have been increased. Nursing 
has been a very poorly paid profession, and at 
the Adelaide Hospital every effort has been 
made to pay the staff at least a " living wage."’ 
The entrance fee for probationers has been 
abolished. The wages of the maids, laundry 
workers, porters, etc., were also increased ai the 
game time.

A special méeting of the Dublin Corporation 
was held in the Council Chamber, City Hall, 
yesterday, to transact the business rempiting 
over and undisposed of at the monthly meeting 
on the Ist inst.

THE LORD MAYOR. 

The Lord Mayor, alluding to the arrest of 
Alderman Thomas Kelly, said that he was sur- 
rounded in bis home early on last Thursday 
morning by military and police, taken to Kings- 
town in a military waggon, placed upon a war 
vessel, landed at Holyhéad, and then railed as 
if he were a common criminal te an English 
prison some hundreds of miles from there, and 
his wife and family even denied ‘the little con- 
solation of knowing where he had been sent. It 
was difficult for, them: to look upon the treat- 
ment of Alderman Kelly with any degree of 
coolness, ahd he never heard so much general 
indignation amongst all classes of the citizens as 
had arisen over his treatment and arrest. He 
went on to refer to Alderman: Kelly's interest 
in the housing of the working classes, and asked 
them to think what it wasat this perilous junc- 
ture in their affairs to have such a man taken
